W .^hington, Aug. 17.—The inter- 
ap a rtm e n t is preparing data for 
Prescient T aft in regard to the Five 
Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma. The in­ 
formation will embrace all the facts 
in th e departm ent's possession re­ 
lating to the lands and funds of the 
Indians and the amounts that have 
been paid by the red men in counsel 
fees. 
The statem ent will cover 
a 
Hod of a number of years. It is 
W&i known for what specific purpose 
the president is seeking the data, but 
it Indicates to officials here that he 
is evincing a lively interest in In­ 
dian affairs as a result of the Oore 
charges. 


Sulphur, Okla., Aug. 17.—Attorney’s 
fees again occupied

tio n ^today at the hearing before the 
special commission appointed by the 
house of representatives to investi­ 
gate Indian affairs. It was testified 
that J. F. ‘McMurray, holder of the 
ten per cent fee contracts for the 
sale of $30,0011,000 worth of Indian 
lands, had many contracts, with the 
ihdians at the time a $750,000 fee 
was paid to hi^ firm for prosecut­ 
ing the citizenship cases. 
^H e also had, it was asserted, two 
contracts with the Chickasaws, which 
paid him $5,000 yearly each, and two 
contracts with the Cherokees which 
paid him $5,000 each, besides expense 
allowances. 
Douglas H. Johnson, governor of 
the Chickasaw tribe, was on the stand 
most of the day. Asked why it was 
so many special attorneys were em- 


amount to be $3,893,304.54. It was 
said the figures were for the use of 
President Taft. 
In explaining Governor Johnson's 
assertion that it once had cost th^ 
government $6,000,000 to sell $2,000,- 
000 worth of Indian lands, counsel 
for the , governor said 
the m atter 
referred to what is now known as 
the “net proceeds case.” 
Under a treaty of 1830 what were 
described as the Choctaw 
allotted 
lands in Mississippi and Alabama, 
were sold by the government. 
There was some dispute as to the 
amount which should V paid by the 
government 
to 
tim 
Indians. 
Fifty 
years later the supreme court of the 
Toited States allowed the Indians 
$2,200,000 
Governor Johnson now asserts the 
land was worth $8,000,000 and the 
Indians should have had that much, 
or the result so far as the Indians 
were concerned, was that the land 
was worth only $2,200,000 and the 
government spent the remaining $6,- 
000,000 in closing up the deal.

New Y’ork, Aug. 17.—Fire- in the 
warehouse district of Jersey City to­ 
night caused damage estimated at 
$1,000,000. Five engines from New 
York were hurried across the Hudson 
to aid the Jersey firemen and dyna­ 
mite was used frequently. 
One fireman was killed and anoth­ 
er was dangerously injured by fall­ 
ing 
walls. 
Two thousand 
families 
were turned into the street by the 
flames. 
The fire started in the plant of Tru-' 
slow & Fulls, m anuafcturers of cork 
products at Washington and Mogan 
streets. The flaming light cork was 
carried by the wind and ignited the 
plant of the Beigel Sack company 
across the street. A few minutes lat­ 
er the Independent Baking Powder 
Works were burning. 
The 
entire Jersey City 
fire de­ 
partm ent was on toe scene at this 
stage and the baking powder plant 
was demolished with dynamite. But 
as the flames continued to spread an ­ 
other was summoned from New York 
and the two department* worked to­ 
gether. The vicinity is fringed with 
old wooden tenement houses, occu­ 
pied mainly by Polish dock laborers 
and 
their families, and 
thousands 
poured into the street, wailing and 
dragging their belongings.
